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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Haberkamm et al. (7,181 ,949) in view of Rosenthal et al. (5,943,896). Haberkamm 
discloses a method of optimizing shifting strategies as a function of strip width (column 
2, lines 18-22) for utilizing advantages of CVC technology when intermediate rolls (11) 
are symmetrically shifted relative to a neutral shift position (column 2, lines 32-38). The 
intermediate rolls (11) have a barrel lengthened by a CVC shifting stroke with a one- 
sided barrel setback (x). Shifted positions of the intermediate rolls in different strip width 
regions are determined by piecewise linear step functions (column 2, lines 27-30 and 
column 4, lines 50-53). Haberkamm does not disclose that the work rolls have a 
setback. Rosenthal teaches (column 4, lines 43-48) that it is known to shift work rolls 
(1,2) having a setback tapered portion (column 5, lines 1-10). The work rolls have a 
barrel lengthened by a CVC shifting stroke. The work rolls are positioned in various 
positions between SPOSmax and SPOSmin as a function of the strip width (B1 ,B2). It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to provide 
Haberkamm with work rolls having a setback as taught by Rosenthal in order to 
influence a strip contour in an edge region of a rolled strip.
